SERIES DIANA. 

There are seven tapestries in this series, but the lack of room 
has prevented the exhibition of more than three of them. They 
illustrate in an allegorical manner certain incidents in the lives 
of Henry II of France and Diana of Poitiers. They were 
woven in Brussels at the close of the XVI or the beginning of 
the XVII century, in the atelier of Jaques Geubles and Jean 
Raes, who were among the most celebrated master-weavers of 
ancient Flanders, and who were both Doyens of the tapestry 
guild of Brussels. 

The mark of Brussels and Brabant, BvB, is woven in the 
bottom galon of every one, and the monograms of the master- 
weavers are woven in the right-hand upright galon of every 
one, that of Raes in the top and that of Geubles in the bottom 
part. It was a Geubles who wove the proud boast in one of 
his tapestries, 

DIVINO PALLADIS ARTE 
PICTURAM SUPERAVIT 
AGUS 

That is to say, “ Thanks to the divine art of Pallas, the broche* 
surpasses painting.” 

In No. i Diana wounds a satyr.

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TAPESTRIES 


THE HISTORICAL SERIES. 

There are five tapestries in this series, but the lack of room 
has prevented the exhibition of more than three of them. 
They illustrate certain events in the lives of the Archduke 
Albert and the Archduchess Isabella, who were Governor- 
Generals of Flanders during the reign of Philip II, King of 
Spain. Isabella was a daughter of Philip II. 

These tapestries were woven in Flanders during the first half 
of the XVI century in the atelier of Martin Reymbouts, who 
was one of the most illustrious of that pleiad of Flemish 
weavers who made the textile paintings of their country 
famous throughout the world. Those now on exhibition were 
woven during the period when the greatest princes and poten¬ 
tates of Europe eagerly sought the tapestries of Flanders at almost 
their weight in gold, when she was sending her expert weav¬ 
ers to every part of the continent as teachers of her art, and 
when in consequence those woven within her borders eclipsed 
those woven in any other part of the world. These facts 
make those now on view among the most important and 
valuable that exist outside of the great museums of Europe. 

In No. i the Archduchess Isabella listens to a message from 
her husband, as delivered by a kneeling knight. 

In No. 2 the Archduchess Isabella advances to receive a cap¬ 
tive knight, whom her chamberlain presents to her. 

In No. 2 the Archduke Albert lectures his game-keeper, who 
exhibits a dead hare. 

All the tapestries in both these series are absolutely virgin 
specimens of antique textile art; they have not had their 
colors touched up or renewed in any fashion; have not been 
submitted to any alteration or cutting, and consequently are in 
all respects, excepting some trifling repairs, exactly in their 
original condition as delivered from the ateliers of the tapestry 
artists who wrought them. They previously belonged to the 
collection of Pope Urban VIII, and are incorporated in the 
Inventory of Cardinal Carlo Barberini, published in 1695.
